in order to make the point of 
no quorum. The debate may 
continue in the absence of a 
quorum until some one raises 
the point while no one is 
speaking. 

This, | think, is very impor- 
tant, as was brought out, at 
least in my thinking, at the last 
meeting: While a quorum IS 
competent to transact any 
business, it is usually NOT 
expedient to transact impor- 
tant business unless there is a 
fair attendance at the meeting, 
or else some previous notice 
of such action has been given. 

Care should be taken in 
amending the rule providing 
for a quorum. If the rule is 
struck out first, then the 
quorum instantly becomes a 
majority of all members! In 
that case in many societies it 
would be nearly impossible or 
impracticable to secure a 
quorum to adopt a new rule. 
The proper way, of course, is 
to amend by striking out 
certain words ( or the whole 
rule) and inserting certain 
other words ( or the new rule), 
which is made and voted on as 
one question. 

You will agree that in large 
associations, meeting for one 
or two hours once a month it is, 
the exception when a majority 
of the members is present at a 
meeting. And if ANY business, 
whether important or urgent 
or not, is to be transacted 
LEGALLY quorum must be on 
hand, and if not, the action of 
the assembly is null and void. 
If someone on the program 
wants the assembly to act on 
some resolution or motion, it 
behooves that person to see 
that enough members are 
notified in advance and are in 
attendance so that legal action 
CAN be taken. As a parlia- 
mentarian, | think. the most 
enjoyable meetings are those 
where members attend AND 
participate, whether pro or 
con. RROR, Page ~258-259, 
cites “If there is no prospect of 
there being a quorum the 
chairman should not take the 
chair until a quorum is pre- 
sent.” 

One question to me was “is 
a roll call necessary to make a 
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“When Is A Quorum?” 


meeting legal? No, a roll call is 
unnecessary in most organiza- 
tions and is a waste of time. If 
it is necessary to know if a 


quorum is present, a show of 
hands could be counted and 


recorded. 

Now, | must repeat, a 
parliamentarian may advise 
the presiding officer but the 
parliamentarian has no author- 
ity to DECIDE questions for an 
organization or association. 
The presiding officer is the 
only person authorized to 
decide questions of order or to 
make rulings. It is an incorrect 
use of parliamentary terms to 
speak of the “decision” or the 
“ruling” of a parliamentarian. 

Inasmuch as Robert is your 
parliamentary authority the 
information herein is from 
Robert. If you are interested, | 
can refer to my library and 
write on opinions from other 
parliamentary authorities, like 
Demeter, or Sturgis, or the old 
old Cushing, or Langam. | even 
have the most important one 
of all, Jefferson’s Manual, 
which is still used by the 
Congress of the United States. 

As | have indicated, parlia- 
mentary procedure can be a 
fascinating study, and | would 
welcome any inquiries that | 
can try to answer for you.

Anti-Rabies 
Week 


The Department of Human 
Resources has announced that 
the week of April 28-May 3 will 
be “Anti-Rabies” week in the 
District. 


Free anti-rabies shots will be 
given to dogs belonging to 
District residents at several 
locations throughout the city 
during that week. 

District law requires that all 
dogs over three months of age 
receive anti-rabies vaccina- 
tions and that the vaccinations 
be repeated annually. Owners 
may. take their dogs to the 
DHR clinics or to their private 
veterinarians for the shots. 
The law does not require that 
cats be innoculated. 

This year’s anti-rabies innoc- ` 
ulation clinics will be held . 
from 6 to 8 p.m. Monday, April 
28 through Friday, May 2 and 
from 9 am. to noon on 


Saturday, May 3, in the 
following locations: - 
Northwest:

The Department of Human 


. Resources has expanded its 


Sexual Assault Program to 
provide immediate and follow- 
up services for sexually as- 
saulted persons. the staff is 
expecially trained to give med- 
ical treatment and emotional 
support to victims and their 
families, to assist in handling 
personal problems, and to be 
symphathetic and undertand- 
ing. 

Help is available to victims 
24 hours a day by calling 
626-RAPE. A< trained mental 
health counselor talks with 
victims, referring them to 
appropriate medical treatment 
at D.C. General Hospital or the 
hospital of their choice. 

The number also provides 
information and counsel to 
victims on procedures for 
reporting assaults to the 
police. 

All services of the Sexual 
Assault follow-up team are 
available to anyone who has 
been assaulted at any time, 


whether or not treatment has 
been received at D.C. General 
Hospital. Victims may call 
626-RAPE days, weeks, or even 
months after the saxual assault 
took place. 

The Department of Human 
Resources has been providing 
services to sexually assaulted 
persons through a nurse as- 
signed to the Metropolitan 
Police Department Sex Of- 
fense Branch since 1965. Since 
December 1973 treatment for 
females at D.C. General Hospi- 
tal has been in the obstetrics 
and gynecology unit and 
additional special procedures 
have been introduced. 

The new program includes 
the establishment of the spe- 
cial telephone number and the 
involvement of mental health 
counselors, additional social 
service staff to assist patients 
at the hospital and additional 
staff for the followup team.
